It  *i  it  eniicled  be  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
C-vrinoi.  eea'thof  h’e/Uueky,  Thftteauh  and  evc- 
i ; p.-rson  ‘ inject  to  tax  ition,  who  shall  remove 
f a t ie  bounds  uf  one  militia  company  to  ilia’ 
ol  anj"'  r,  within  inis  commonwealth,  he- 
tween  the  10th  day  of  March,  ami  the  first  day 
of  Angus;  .shall  give  in  his,  her,  or  their  lists 
of  tax  foie  property,  to  the  commissioners  into 
whose  bounds  he.  she  or  they  may  so  remove  ; 
find  any  person  failing  or  refusing  to  give  in 
their  list  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
'suite  penalties  as  other  persons  are,  for  failing 
or  refusing  to  give  in  their  ilsts  of  taxable  pro- 
jierty.  Provided  however,  that  no  person  shall 
be  liable  to  any  line  or  penalty,  who  may  pro- 
duce to  the  commissioner  of  tax  into  whose 
bounds  he,  she  O”  they  may  have  so  removed,  a 
•certificate  from  some  other  commissioner  that 
be,  she  or  they,  have  given  in  their  lists  of 
taxable  property  for  that  year  ; which  certifv- 
cale  (he  commissioner  who  may  have  received 
■Such  lists,  shall  he  bound  to  give  on  applica- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  Aral  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when 
from  any  cause  whatever,  the  company  masters 
shall  not  be  appointed  for  the  month  ot  April 
and  June,  tile  commissioner  shall  be  governed 
by  die  muster  days  of  such  company  the  pre- 
ceding year,  and  shall  advertise  and  attend  ac- 
cordingly ; and  any  person  failing  or  refusing 
to  attend  such  appointment,  and  giving  in  his, 
her  or  their  lists  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  liable  to 
-the  fine  imposed  by  the  seventh  section  of  the 
act  altering  the  mode  of  taking  in  lists  of  tax- 
able property,  approved  January  30tb,  1810. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  and  every  commis- 
sioner of  tax,  to  make  personal  application  to 
each  and  every  widow,  subject  to  taxation,  who 
from  known  age  or  infirmity,  may  be  unable  to 
attend  at  either  of  the  company  musters,  or 
the  commissioner’s  house. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  commissioners 
of  tax,  to  make  out  their  returns  of  taxable 
property  in  alphabetical  order  ; in  which  they 
shall  enter  their  own  property  subject  to  taxa- 
tion, and  return  the  same  to  the  clerk  of  their 
Bounty  court,  on  or  before  the  15th  dav  of  Au- 
gust. 

See.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
several  commissioners  aforesaid,  shall  give  in- 
formation to  the  court  of  their  county,  of  each 
and  every  person  who  may  fail  or  refuse  to  give 
in  their  lists  of  taxable  property,  at  anv  time 
before  the  first  day  of  November,  agreeable  to 
the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  act. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
Several  county  court  clerks,  shall  hereafter 
make  out  three  alphabetical  books  agreeable 
to  the  act  to  which  this  is  a supplement ; one 
of  which  he  shall  transmit  to  the  auditor  of 
public  accounts,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  October.

AN  ACT 

Making  appropriations  for  the  support  of  an 
Additional  Military  Force. 

HE  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentative* of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Conges*  assembled.  That  for  defraying  the  ne- 
cessary expense,  to  the  first  day' of  January 
next,  of  the  troops  to  be  raised  by  virtue  of  an 
art,  entitled  “ An  act  to  raise  an  additional 
military  force,”  passed  on  the  eleventh  day  of 
January,  one  thousand  eight  !j  ndred  and 
twelve,  the  following  sums  be,  and  the  same 
hereby  arc  respectively  appropriated',  that  is  to 
say : 

For  pay,  one  million  fourlmndred  and  six 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one  dollars 
and  ninety -five  cents. 

For  forage,  one  hundred  and  f.ftv  four  thou- 
sand four  hundred  and  thirty -live’  dollars  ami 
thirty  cents. 

For  subsistence,  one  million  seventy-four 
thousand  ar.d  ni net-  -seven  dollars  and  sixty- 


AN  ACT 

To  establish  a land  district  in  the  Illinois  terri- 
tory, east  cf  the  district  of  Kaskaskia  and 
to  attach  certain  public  lands  to  the  district 

of  JeHersonville. 

Re  it  enacted  bo  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
(■oneress  assembled,  That  so  much  of  the  pub- 
lic lands  of  the  United  States,  herejiifo.c  in- 
cluded within  the  land  district  of  Kaskaskia, 
as  lies  east  of  the  third  principal  nnridain,  es- 
tablished by  the  surveyor-general,  shall,  to- 
gether with  the  public  lands  lying  between  the 
Vincennes  and  Kaskasvia  districts,  ar.d  not 
boretofore  attached  to  any  district,  form  a lieu- 
laud  district.  For  the  disposal  of  tile  sai.l 
lands,  a land  office  shall  be  c isiicd  at  Shaw, 
neetown,  under  the  direction  of  a register  of 
tile  land  office  and  receiver  of  public  monies, 
'o  he  appointed  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  ■ 
sale  at  the  place,  give  security  in  the  same- 
manner,  i:i  the  same  sums,  and  whose  compen- 
sation, emoluments  and  duties  and  authority, 
shall,  in  every  respect,  be  the  same,  in  relation 
to  the  lands  which  shall  be  disposed  [of]  at 
their  office,  as  are  or  may  be  by  law  provided 
in  relation  to  the  registers  and  receivers  of 
public  monies  in  the  several  o friers  established 
tor  the  disposal  of  the  lands  of  the  United 
States  north-west  of  the  river  Ohio. 

See.  2.  . led  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
said  lands  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  same 
manner,  and  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions 
as  are  or  may  be  provided  bv  law  for  the  stde 
of  public  lands  in  the  district  of  Kaskaskia  : 
Provided,  Tlut  no  tracts  of  land,  excepted 
from  the  sales  of  virtue  of  an v farmer  act,  shall 
be  sold  by  virtue  of  this  act : .hid  provided 
also.  That  a tract  of  not  lert,  than  six  miles 
spuare  shall  he  reserved  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  for  the  use  and  support  of 
the  public  salt  works  on  Saline  creek. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  so 
much  of  the  lands  attached  to  the  district  of 
Vincennes,  bv  virtue  of  the  first  section  of  an 
act,  entitled  “ An  act  providing  for  the  sale  of 
certain  lands  in  the  Indiana  territory,  and  An- 
other purposes,”  passed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten,  as 
lies  east  of  the  second  principal  meridain  es- 
tablished by  the  surveyor-general,  shall  be  at- 
tached to  and  become  a part  of  the  district  of 
Jeffersonville,  and  shall  be  offered  at  public

An  accurate  account  of  the  capture  of 
schooner  Purse,  captain  Turner,  on 
her  voyage  from  New- York  to  Bor- 
deaux. 

On  the  4th  day  of  Nov.  1811,  in  lat. 
47,  long  5,  at  7 o’clock  A.  M.  spied  a sail 
a-hcad,  standing  on  the  wind.  Judging 
her  to  he  a ship  of  war,  the  caption  took 
in  all  sad,  and  hauled  on  the  wind  ; but 
finding  that  the  ship  fell  astern  although 
she  made  all  the  sail  she  c.oukl.  Captain 
Turner  kept  on  his  course  again  until  to- 
wards night,  when,  finding  ti  e wind  dy- 
ing away,  and  fearing  the  frigate  might 
come  up  with  him,  he  once  more  hauled 
to  wind,  and  pursued  his  com  se.  At  7 
o’clock  on  ihc  morning  of  the  the  5th,  he 
saw  another  sail  on  the  weather  quarter 
of  tltc  Purse.  He  then  crowded  a!!  sail, 
steering  E.  S.  E.  and  at  meridian  finding 
that  he  was  to  tlie  northward  of  his  des- 
tined port,  and  expecting  every  minute 
to  make  the  land,  he  hauled  up  to  get  to 
windward  of  her.  Upon  getting  her  on 
her  wcathcr-qUarter,  she  fired  a shot  at 
the  schooner,  which  did  not  reach  her. 
Capt  T.  then  hauled  athwart  the  ship,  but 
the  wind  shifting  brought  tlie  ship  again 
to  windward  of  hint,  when  she  ran  down 
for  the  sc  ooner  firing  round  and  grape 
shot  at  her,  until  she  came  along  side, 
when,  trying  to  board,  she  carried  away 
the  schr’s  studding  sail  and  boom,  keep- 
ing up  such  a fire  of  musquetry  that  tire 
sailors  left  the  deck.

saving  cxpiu.se  in  fuel,  that  this  country 
has  ever  enjoyed.  For  this  most  lauda- 
ble improvement  we  are  indebted  to  (A  pt. 
Solomon  Toavne,  of  the  ship  Galatt  s. 
He  Spent  the  last  Winter  in  Russia,  where 
with  many  others  of  our  countrymen,  lit* 
witnessed  tlie  efficacy  of  these  stovea, 
which  determined  him  if  possible  to  ob-' 
tain  a motile  to  bring  home  for  the  bene- 
fit of  liis  country.  It  was  with  much  dif- 
ficulty he  could  find  a person  who  could 
make  him  one.  At  length  he  was  infer* 
medof  an  ingenious  German  potter  resi- 
ding near  Revel  (at  which  port  Cap’. 
1'ownc‘s  vessel  lay)  who  was  in  the  prac- 
tice of  making  tiie  for  tlie  stoves  : to 
him  capt.  Tow ne  applied,  and  engaged 
him,  at  considerable  expense,  to  make 
biin  two  neat  porcelain  models,  one 
square  and  the  other  circular.  When  he 
afterwards  went  to  St.  PctersKurgh  he 
mentioned  the  circumstance  to  Mr.  Ad- 
ams, our  ambassador,  who  expressed 
great  pleasure  at  his  success,  observing 
that  lie  had  himself  been  desirous  of  ob- 
taining a model  to  send  home  but  had  ne- 
ver yet  been  able  to  procure  one. — 'l  ife 
directions  accompanying  the  models  be- 
ing in  the  German  language, Mr.  Adui*.» 
iumished  Capt.  Towne  with  an  English 
translation  of  them.

The  Committee  oj  Foreign  Pchlions,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  President's 
Message  of  the  9th  inst.  covering  co/iies 
of  certain  documents  communicated  to 
him  by  a Mr.  John  Henry , beg  leave  to 
REPORT  IN  PART— 

That,  although  they  did  not  deem  it  ne- 
fiecessary  or  proper  to  go  into  an  investiga- 
tion of  the  authentic)’  of  documents  com- 
municated to  Congress  on  the  responsibility 
of  a co-ordinate  branch  of  the  government ; 
it  may,  nevertheless,  be  satisfactory  to  the 
House  to  he  informed,  that  the  original  pa 
pers,  with  the  evidences  refating  to  them 
in  possession  of  the  Executive,  were  sub- 
mitted to  their  examination,  and  were  such 
as  fully  to  satisfy  the  committee  of  their 
genuineness. 

The  circumstances  under  which  the  dis- 
closures of  Henry  were  made  to  the  gov- 
ernment, involving  considerations  of  politi- 
cal expediency,  have  prevented  the  com- 
mittee from  making  those  disclosures  the 
basis  of  any  prt  ccedings  against  him  And 
from  the  careful  concealment,  on  his  part, 
of  every  circumstance  which  could  lead  to 
the  discovery  and  punishment  of  any  indi- 
viduals witliin  the  United  States  (should 
there  be  anv  such)  who  were  criminally 
connected  with  him,  no  distinct  object  was 
presented  to  the  committee  by  his  commu 
Ideation,  for  the  exercise  of  the  power 
wh’ch  they  were  invested,  of  sending  for 
persons  and  papers.  On  being  informed, 
however,  that  there  was  a Foreigner  in  the 
citv  of  Washington,  who  lately  came  lo  this 
country  from  Europe,  with  Henry,  and 
was  supposed  to  he  in  his  confidence,  the 
committee  thought  proper  to  send  for  him. 
His  examination,  taken  under  oath  and  re- 
duced to  writing,  they  herewith  submit  to 
the  House. 

The  transaction  disclosed  by  the  Presi- 
dent’s message  presents  to  the  minds  of  the 
committee  conclosive  evidence  that  the 
British  government,  at  a period  of  peace, 
and  during  the  most  friendly  professions, 
have  been  deliberately  and  perfidiously 
pursuing  measures  to  divide  these  states  ; 
and  'to  involve  the  citizens  in  all  the  guilt 
of  treason,  and  the  horrors  of  a civil  war. 
It  is  not  however  the  intention  of  the  com- 
mittee to  dwell  upon  a proceeding,  which, 
at  all  times,  and  among  all  nations,  has 
been  considered  as  one  of  tiie  most  aggra 
anted  character  ; and  which  , from  the  na 
tore  of  our  governmrnt,  depending  on  a 
virtuous  union  of  sentiment,  ought  to  be 
regarded  by  us  with  the  deepest  abhor- 
rence.

The  Transylvania  University  in  the  North 
F.astern  part  of  our  sweetest  of  cities,  stands 
the  admiration  of  the  traveller,  not  because  it 
is  either  eleganf  or  useful,  but  that  it  still  re- 
mains after  the  assaults  it  has  stood  from  time 
and  the  weather.  This  venerable  pile  being  in 
the  direction  of  my  evening  perambulations,  I 
often  cast  my  eyes  to  its  mouldering  walls, 
w hich  excite  my  interest  from  the  reflection 
that  this  is  the  head  of  all  the  learned  institu- 
tions of  western  America.  Its  forbidding  ex- 
terior, and  my  ridiculous  attention  to  coquet- 
ting females,  which  turned  my  brain  from  sci- 
ence, long  kept  me  aloof : hut  having  lately 
most  fortunately  come  to  my  senses  and  found 
woman  nothing  but  a deluding  phantom,  1 turn- 
ed with  disgust  from  the  vain  sport  of  passion 

“ To  join  ’he  learned  and  pace  collegial  halls.” 

My  introduction  into  the  University  was  easv — 
my  acquaintance  with  the  faculty,  trustees  and 
students  soon  became  general.  I inspected 
with  scrutiny  the  manner  in  which  tiiey  con- 
ducted themselves,  which  I found  as  near  as 
possible  after  the  Princeton  model.  It  is  truo 
that  in  the  far  famed  college  of  Jersey  the  stu- 
dents are  divided  into  Freshmen,  Sophomores 
and  Seniors,  white  in  our  university  the  youth 
considering  it  as  detrimental  to  genius  to 
follow  any  one  antiquated  course  in  spite  of  ad- 
vice from  professors  loss  of  deploinas,  Ike.  take 
each  one  his  own  road  to  eminence. 

The  religious  exercises  which  arc  crammed 
down  the  throats  of  tile  Princetonians,  and 
give  them  an  eternal  antipathy  to  theology, hit; 
just  commencing  here,  and  as  soon  as  the  pub- 
lic mind  can  be  prepared  will  he  adapted  in  all 
their  rigour  ; but  like  her  orthodox  mother  7 
am  afraid  Transylvania  by  these  means  will 
create  me  e infidels  than  Presbyterians,  not- 
withstanding ihe  doctrines  of  tiie  latter  are 
alone  countenanced.

No,  the 
trustees  are  mostly  engaged’  in  speculation;  and 
money,  more  than  knowledge,  is  what  tliev  arc 
anxious  to  secure  for  their  children.  At  this 
time  the  examination  is  progressing.  Let  an” 
one  goto  the  college  who  is  so  disposed,  and  I 
will  venture  to  bet  six  pence  against  a modern 
belle's  sensibility,  that  he  wiRnot  find  moro 
tlian  three  of  the  twenty-four  of  her  trustees 
there— perhaps  not  any  one  of  them. 

These  things  considered,  it  would  indeed  he. 
a miracle  if  tiie  professors  all  acted  with  com- 
mendation in  their  several  d< ■partnients,nnd  thc 
stolen  ts  progressed  with  that  ardour  they  would 
in  a well  organized  college  : for  what  good  can 
he  expected  from  an  institution  whose’  head  is 
mtten.  it  is  like  looking  for  wisdom  from  a cra- 
zy man. 

Although  we  have  no  New-York  or  Philadel- 
phia to  which  the  students  can  run  for  relaxa- 
tion, yet  our  Frankfort  during  the  winter,  and 
out  Green  vide  and  Olympian  springs  in

AND  BE  IT  FURTHER  ORDAINED,  That 
if  any  person  or  persons  shall  disturb  the 
lamps  or  lamp  posts  in  said  town,  on  living  du- 
ly convicted  by  one  or  more  witnesses,  before 
a justice  ot  the  peace  for  said  county,  he,  she 
or  they  so  offending,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
one  nor  more  than  ten  dollars — if  a minor,  the 
fine  to  be  paid  by  tltc  parents,  guardian  or  mas- 
ter ; if  by  a slave,  the  master  or  owner  shall  be 
bound  to  pay  the  said  fine  & costs  of  suit  j if  by 
a wagon,  cart  or  carriage  of  any  kind,  the 
same  shall  be  liable  and  bound  for  the  aforesaid 
fine,  to  be  appropriated  for  the  use  and  bene- 
fit of  said  town.

He  was 
highly  gratified  with  the  temper  and  ubil it-, 
with  which  the  discussion  had  been  hitherto 
conducted.  It  was  honorable  to  the  House, 
and,  he  trusted,  w ould  continue  to  be  manifest- 
ed on  nnuiy  future  occasions. 

On  tills  interesting  topic  a diversity  of 
opinion  has  existed  almost  ever  since  the  adop 
tlmt  of  tlie  present  government.  On  the  om 
hand,  there  appeared  to  him  to  have  been  at- 
tempts  made  to  precipitate  the  nation  into  all 
the  evils  of  naval  extravagance,  which  ha- 
been  productive  of  so  much  mischief  in  othet 
countries;  and,  on  the  other,  strongly  feeling 
this  mischief,  there  has  existed  an  unreasona 
blc  prejudice  against  providing  such  a compe- 
tent naval  protection  for  our  commercial  and 
maritime  rights  as  is  demanded  by  their  im- 
portance, and  as  the  increased  resources  ot  tin 
country  amply  justify. 

The  attention  of  Congress  has  been  invited 
to  this  subject  by  the  President,  in  his  mes- 
sage delivered  at  the  opening  of  tlie  session. 

Indeed,  had  it  been  wholly  neglected  by  the 
chief  magistrate,  from  the  critical  situation  of 
ihc  country,  and  the  nature  of  the  rights  pro- 
posed to  be  vindicated,  it  must  have  pressed 
itself  upon  our  attention.  But,  said  Mr.  C.  the 
President  in  his  message  observes  : “ Your  at- 
tention will,  of  course,  be  drawn  to  such  pro- 
i isions  on  the  subject  of  our  naval  force  as  may

..msideration,  is  that  w hich  would  be  able  t< 
irevcnt  any  single  Vessel,  of  whatever  metal 
rom  endangering  our  whole  coasting  trade 
■locking  up  our  harbors  or  laying  under  con 
tribution  our  cities — a force  competent  to  ptin 
sh  the  insolence  of  the  commander  of  any  sin 
gle  ship  and  to  preserve  in  our  own  jurisdic 

tion  the  inviolability  of  our  peace  and  our  laws 

A force  of  this  kind  is  entirely  w ithin  the  com 
pass  of  our  means,  at  this  time.  Is  there  a re 
fleeting  man  in  the  nat  ion  who  would  not  chargi 
Congress  with  a culpable  neglect  of  its  duty 
if,  for  the  want  of  such  a force,  a single  ship 
were  to  bombard  one  of  our  cities’*  Mould 
not  every  honorable  member  of  this  committei 
inflict  on  himself  the  bitterest  reproaches,  it 
bv  failing  to  make  an  inconsiderable  additiot 


tions  ’ Kentucky,  according  to  tlie  last  enu- 
meration) has  -106,511,  Tennessee  261,727, 
and  Ohio  230,760.  And  when  the  population 
ofthe  western  parts  of  Virginia  anil  Pcimsvl- 
ania  and  the  territories  which  are  drained  by 
the  Mississippi  or  its  waters,  is  added,  it  will 
form  an  aggregate  equal  to  al>out  one-fifth  ot 
the  whole  population  oi’  the  U.  States,  resting 
all  their  commercial  hopes  upon  this  solitary 
vent!  The  bulky  articles  of  which  their  surplus 
productions  consist  can  he  transported  no  other 
ay  They  will  not  bear  the  expense  of  a car- 
riage up  the  Ohio  and  Tennessee  and  across 
the  mountains,  and  the  circuitous  voyage  of 
the  lakes  is  out  of  the  question.  Whilst  most 
ither  states  have  the  option  ot  numerous  out- 
lets, so  that  if  one  be  closed  resort  can  he  had 
toothers,,  this  vast  population  has  no  alterna- 
tive. Close  the  month  of  the  Mississippi  and 
i heir  export  trade  is  annihilated.  He  called 
the  attention  of  his  western  friends,  especially 
lis  worthy  Kentucky  friends  (front  whom  lie 
felt  himself  with  regret  constrained  to  differ 
on  this  occasion)  to  the  state  ol  the  public  feel 
ing,  in  that  quarter,  whilst  the  navigation 
of  tlie  Mississippi  was  withheld  by  Spain  ; and 
to  the  still  more  recent  period  when  the  right 
>f  depot  was  violated.  The  w hole  country  was 
in  commotion ; and  at  the  nod  of  government 
would  have  fallen  on  Baton  Rouge  and  New 
Orleans  and  punished  the  treachery  of  a perfi- 
dious government.  Abandon  all  idea  of  pro- 
tecting, by  maritime  force,  the  mouth  of  the 
Mississippi  and  w e shall  have  the  recurrence  of 
many  similar  scenes.  We  shall  hold  the  ines- 
timable right  of  the  navigation  of  that  river  by 
the  most  precarious  tenure.  The  whole  com- 
merce of  the  Mississippi — a commerce  that  is 
destined  to  be  tlie  richest  that  w as  ever  borne 
by  a single  stream — is  placed  at  the  mercy  ofa 
single  shin  tyinir  off  the  Hafize  ! Again.  The 


inconsiderable!  It  has,  with  very  trifling  aid 
fiiim  o'her  sources,  defrayed  the  expences  of 
government  ever  since  the  adoption  of  the, pres- 
ent constitution — maintained  an  expensive  and 
successful  war  with  the  Indians — a war  with 
the  Barbary  powers — a quasi  war  with  France — 
sustained  the  charges  of  suppressing  two  insur- 
rections, and  extinguished  upwards  of  forty-six 
millions  ot  the  public  debt ! In  revenue  it  has, 
since  the  y ear  1789,  yielded  one  hundred  and. 
ninety-one  millions  of  dollars.  -During  the  first 
four  years  after  the  commencement  of  the  pres- 
ent government  the  revenue  averaged  only'  a- 
bout  two  millions  annually — during  a subse- 
quent period  of  four  years  it  rose  to  an  average 
of  fifteen  m ill  ions  annually,  or  became  equiva- 
lent to  a capital  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  at  an  interest  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum.  And  if  our  commerce  is  re-estab- 
lished it  will,  in  the  course  of  time,  nett  a sunt 
for  which  ye  are  searcely  furnished  with  figures 
in  arithmetic.  Taking  the  average  of  the  last 
nine  years  (comprehending  of  course  the  season 
of  tlie  embargo)  our  exports  averaged  upwards 
of  thirty-seven  millions  of  dollars,  w hich  is  *- 
qilivalent  to  a capital  of  upwards  of  six  hundred 
millions  of  dollars  at  six  per  cent,  interest,  all 
of  which  must  be  lost  in  a destruction  of  for- 
eign commerce.  In  the  abandonment  of  that 
commerce  is  also  involved  the  sacrafiee  of  out- 
brave tars,  who  have  engaged  in  the  pursuit 
from  which  they  derive  subsistence  under  con, 
fidence  that  the  government  will  afford  them 
Unit  just  protection  which  is  due  to  all.  They 
will  be  driven  into  foreign  employment,  for  it 
is  in  vain  to  expect  that  tliey  w ill  renounce  (lie 
habits  of  their  life.
